Are wé “war conscious” to our finger 
tips so that we help our country to win the war in 
everything we do? We have got to be, every one 
of us, and the sooner the better. How can we 
help ? 

We are all probably, by now, * black-out con- 
scious,” 
realise that it was a duty we owed not to our- 
selves alone, but to those around us whose lives, 
whose homes, whose happiness depended on our 
carelessness or our carefulness. If we were slow 
to learn, the pathetic sight of someone else’s home 
—our own home perhaps—a pitiful mass of ruins, 
has taught everyone now. It is good that we 
should see it; a mere photograph has not the 
pathos of the real thing. 


It took us some time to become so, to 


Learning the lesson was not unlike learning 
asepsis.

There are other lessons we have not all learnt 
yet, which will make all the difference to our 
country. In the first place every one of us has 
got to do without everything we can possibly

theatre or to the cinema is pe rhaps impossibl 
because we live in a “ front as 
money that we should have spent we 
spend—let us lend it to help to win the war.

A Lead from Bristol 


\ conference representing voluntary hospitals, 
municipal hospitals and the medical organisations 
of Bristol on October 11, and resolved to 
appoint a Committee to prepare a constitution 
for a divisional hospitals council in Bristol to 
consider the formation of a Bristol and Western 
Regional Hospitals Council. This is the first 
fruits of the generous gift of one million share 
units in Morris Motors, Ltd. by Lord Nuffeld 
for the creation of the Nuffield Provincial Hos- 
pitals Trust, with which the new Council will be 
associated.

important indication of the progress of 


flap rhe circulation may be slow in establishing 
itself and it may be encouraged by applying warmth 
in the form of cradles or warm saline packs. The 
nurse must remember, however, that there is no 
sensation in the flap itself after operation. There- 


fore the application of a saline pack of too high a 
temperature and not thoroughly wrung out may only 
too easily burn the flap, the heat being borne cheer- 
fully by an oblivious patient. On the other hand, 
lukewarm saline compresses will not encourage 
circulation. To be satisfactory, therefore, saline 
compresses should be applied at a temperature of 
100° F. and changed frequently, being kept warm with 
a pad of wool laid lightly across them. 


Dealing with a Haematoma 
Another possibifity is that small blood 
within the flap may ooze and cause a haematoma 
which forms a bulging mass slowly increasing in 
size inside the flap itself. The flap then has a tense, 
bruised appearance and the surgeon should be 
notified without delay. He may confirm the presence 
of a haematoma by palpation, remove a few stitches 
and express the clot; but, if the condition is allowed 
to persist, the circulation in the flap may become 
completely blocked by pressure from within, and 
the flap turn black and die. 
Occasionally a very small area, generally near the

suture line, becomes necrosed, possibly due to one 
stitch being too tight. The nurse must watch for 
this condition and report it as soon as possible, but 
its occurrence does not necessarily mean that the 
whole scheme of repair is frustrated, as is the case 
with a neglected haematoma. 


Dressings and Sutures 


Dressings should present no difficulty, and as 
a rule the surgeon does not order frequent changi

Some 
flaps are raised in the acromio-pectoral region and 
not in the abdomen; it is then not always possible to 
obtain approximation of the skin edges in the donot

Avoiding Pain 
(d) Removal of sutures —Following this and other 
stages of the repair, the stitches are generally small 
and numerous, and care is needed in their removal 
\ patient who has been hurt on one occasion by the 
removal of a stitch is unlikely to face the process 
with equanimity again, and a surgeon who has spent 
considerable time in inserting multiple fine sutures 
does not wish to see his suture line damaged by a

hastily dragged out stitch. 

light, fine, sharp scissors, and fine, plain dissecting 
forceps lightly held, and a relaxed attitude on the 
part of all concerned. Both patient and nurse should 
be in a comfortable position. The scissors should be 
taken to the stitch and the stitch not pulled by the 
forceps to meet the scissors. An interrupted stitch 
should be cut on one side only, close to the point of 
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insertion, so that the external portion of the stitch 
js not taken through the wound. ‘Fhe stitch should 
also be eased out; it may be necessary, after cutting 
it, to leave it for quite a few minutes while it loosens 
itself; it will then slip out without discomfort 
possibly to the amazement of the patient. It may be 
advisable to remove alternate sutures only on the 
first occasion, particularly if there is any separation 
of the skin edges, and then another wait of 24 hours 
or so will ensure further healing. One point is certain 
stitch removal should cease as soon as patient or 
nurse is tired; it can always be continued later on 
the same day if necessary. In small children par 
ticularly, the first stitch removal should be a short, 
painless undertaking. In such a way the child's 
confidence is gained and tremendous strides can be 
made at a later occasion. For the removal of stitches 
in the face, it is far more satisfactory to have the 
patient sitting with the nurse behind him 


The Subcuticular Stitch 


Another stitch which may be used is the sub 
cuticular stitch. This stitch, an inch or so long, is 
visible only at the point of entry and exit. It may 


be left in considerably longer than an interrupted 
stitch as it will not form stitch marks. Its removal 
needs care or it may break in its centre portion some 
where inside the wound One end should be cut 
short and the other end held lightly in forceps. The 
skin overlying it should then be gently massaged 
away from the stitch, rather than the stitch pulled 
out from the skin A little light with 
sterile paraffin over the scar will soften it and help 
the stitch to slip out If it does not come, leave it 
alone. It may slip out easily in another 48 hours 
If it does not the surgeon will prefer to investigate 
the difficulty rather than find he has to search for 
the broken end of a stitch buried in a wound 

After a first stage repair (see figure 1), when the stitch 
line of the tube itself is lving over the stitch line 
on the abdomen, an assistant is needed to hold the 
tube slightly aside while the abdominal sutures are 
removed. This is made still easier by passing two 
pieces of, say, ribbon gauze round the tube itself 
and slightly pulling it on one side with these. As 
regards the stitches in the tube itself, the assistant 
can gently rotate the flap so that the stitch line 
comes into full view of the stitch remover.

Breast Feeding 


Your quotation from the Medical Officer in the 
Nursing Times of September 21, prompts me to 
reiterate an opinion which I have expressed before 
It appears that midwives are not sufficiently impressed 
with the wonder of the nourishment of the foetus 
in utevo, and the subsequent provision of lactation 
after the expulsion of the child. This should be 
stressed in training; also the physiological effect 
of sucking upon the uterus and upon the child.

Dr. Eric Pritchard once said to us as 
public health students, ‘‘ Every mother has the 
only right kind of milk for her own baby.” If both

Duplication and Delay 


In times such as these, duplication of authority 
causes much delay in essential services As an 
example this is the procedure for obtaining shoes or 
clothing for evacuated children. 

Head teachers or others can refer either to district 
organisers or to individual care committees for 
clothing or What actually happens is this. 
lhe headmaster or helper first writes to the parents 
ot the child concerned, saying that boots or clothing 
are urgently required. The parents may, or may not, 
reply and sometimes the clothing or boots are supplied. 
If it is not, the head teacher then refers to the care 
committee in the child’s home town, giving the size 
of boots or clothing required, and the care committee 
visitor then calls on the parents and tries to persuade 
them to supply the articles required. If the family 
is unable to provide these the application is then 
referred to the public assistance officer. This may 
be done either in the district where the child is 
billeted or in its home town. If it is made in the 
evacuation district, the local public assistance officer 
refers to his opposite number in the child's home

notice. We have several emergency maternity homes 
in this district Mothers are officially evacuated 
during the last month of pregnancy Until it is 


time for them to be admitted to the home they are 
either billeted privately or in an ante-natal hostel. 
During this time they are the responsibility of the 
local authority, whose representative is the billeting 
officer for the area. While they are in the maternity 
home they are the responsibility of the county council 
Similarly, if it is necessary for them to go to a post- 
natal hostel, at the end of 10 days or a fortnight they 
become charges of the billeting authority and not the 
county council. Why cannot we have a complete 
unit ? It should be possible for the maternity and 
child welfare authority to supply not only the 
maternity home but also the ante-natal hostel and 
post-natal hostel accommodation when necessary 
College Member. 


War Workers in Hospital 


I have recently spent four months in my old hos- 
pital asa patient. Two things struck me particularly, 
the splendid way in which the older State-registered 
nurses and the experienced Civil Nursing Reserve 
nurses took subordinate posts so that the nurses 
in training should continue in as normal a way as 
possible, and also the valuable work of the National 
Service women. Two of these did good nursing work 
for me—for I was an old ‘‘chronic’’—and I shall 
not forget them. One was about 35 or 40 and the 
other nearly 50. She had had a year’s training long 
ago but could not continue for family reasons. Both 
were well educated and travelled women, experienced 
in life, and very quickly picked up new procedures 
They also prepared teas, etc., just as quickly as the 
19-year-old probationers.

NE half of the world does not know how the other 


half lives How true it is, but never more so 
than to-day Certainly in the nursing world 
those in the front line hospitals are living very 


different life from usual, but at the same time one which 
interests their colleagues everywhere and commands 
their deep admiration 

London’s central hospitals have, of course, gone unde1 
ground very thoroughly, at least by night, if not also by 
the blitzkrieg 


day Now that seven weeks of have come 
and gone, with every night almost a continuous raid from 
dusk to dawn, each hospital has made its plans to meet 
the occasion as best it can, and the new conditions are 
comparatively comfortabk 
In Central London 
One central London hospital which has so far escaped 


damage, except to the buildings which boused the first 
aid post, hasretired by night and during alerts tospacious 
sub-basements, to whichthe noise ofgun or bomb scarcely 
penetrates. Here there are sections for every on¢ Part 
can become a ward for the patients and a lift brings down 
the beds of those who cannot walk, while bedsteads are 
ready waiting for others In another quarter there are 
beds for night nurses, where they can sleep quietly 
disturbed. There is a section for the aay staff, the medic 
staff, the maids and the charwomen if they must go down 
during the day. One corner is a canteen labelled “ Ye 
Olde Pig and Whistle,”’ and here tea and coffee are dis 
pensed and biscuits can be bought 

Some of the staff have real bedsteads in this luxurious 
under-world and everyone has a mattress of her own 
The foundations of the vast building form 
shelves in many parts just at bed height and these carry 
many of the mattresses—not so soft as a spring bedstead 
perhaps, but quite a war-time equivalent

WO entirely different conditions of the 

patient are catered for by the two branches 

of remedial work, nursing and massage 
physical condition and activity. Both may be 
divided into 3 phases: (a) a condition of acute 
physical disorder, or ill health, when the organ- 
ism does not and cannot yield the normal tissue 
reactions, (>) a phase in which the body, having 
such ill health, is getting ready to 
normal work, and (c¢) health. 


The Nurse’s Work 


Nursing deals with the phase of ill health 
when the body’s reactions are not normal. In 
disturbance of the digestive system, for instance, 
the nurse must exercise rules in the matter of 
diet. In case of fevers, she may have to deal 
with a high temperature, rapid pulse and 
laboured breathing, and if the protective skin is 
broken, she must guard against infection, With 
all these things the masseuse has nothing to do. 
Before she starts work the tissues must be able 
to respond to environment in the normal way.

If the patient must be well before the masseuse 
starts her work, what is there for her to do? 
A great deal, for after illness the normal re- 
actions of the tissues often lie dormant or im- 
peded, making recovery, if not altogether im- 
possible, extremely slow. The purpose of physical 
treatment (of which massage is a branch) is to 
establish the full, unrestrained, natural, healthy 
reagtions of all the tissues, so that the possibilities 
of normal function, although not yet fully appro- 
priated, are available. 


The Purposes of Massage 


In rickets, in which malnutrition is a leading 
feature, the purpose of massage is to stimulate 
the metabolic processes in the muscular tissues, 
and so bring increased nourishment into the 
bones and other tissues. Irom this stimulation 
arises a general demand from the processes of 
digestion and respiration for more nutriment and 
better interchange of gases. Massage should, 
therefore, produce a general muscle stimulation 
over the whole body, and this should be followed 
by active exercise. If, however, the vital func- 
tions are unable, for some reason, to respond to 
this demand, it is obvious that massage and exer- 
cise will only increase the exhaustion of the 
patient and tend to enhance the disorder. On 
the other hand, with returning power, the gently 
induced metabolic reactions of the muscle tissue 
and the improved circulation throughout the body

will react on the vital organs, stimulating them to 
better functioning. The limit of healthy reaction 
decides the extent to which massage and physical 
treatment may be applied. If the patient, instead 
of being brighter, is exhausted after treatment, 
the treatment is unsuitable. 
Anterior-poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) is 
another condition which requires early massage 
treatment. How soon it should be administered 
is a matter of question. The first invasion of 
the disease causes high temperature, 
nerve function and muscular disorder, which is 
apparent in swelling of the affected muscle and 
loss of power.

Careful Supervision Necessary 


Massage and the allied treatments 
are given to preserve the integrity of the muscle 
tissue, and suggestions for mental effort 
made to induce and_ re-educate the 
tissue again to transmit messages which instigate 
voluntary movement. This method has to be 
carefully followed because muscle fibres ma\ 
degenerate beyond repair during the long period 
which nerve fibres take to recover. Precautions 
are necessary, firstly, in the early lest 
massage should be given to tissues still acutely 
disordered, adding to the burden; and secondly, 
in the later stage, lest too much treatment, by 
fatiguing the weak tissues, may delay recovery. 
A patient, therefore, needs careful supervision 
during the period of treatment by massage.

Nursing in Africa 


HE nurse_in Central Africa will always find her 
job a varied and interesting one, with sur- 
prising moments which she never gets quite 

used to or forgets. She is more supervisor-teacher 
than nurse, and her teaching must be simple and 
direct, as the educational standard of the nurses 
may be considerably lower than in most British 
hospitals. Wives of teachers in training and engaged 
school-girls are among her pupils, and they learn from 
her simple home remedies and how to make starch 
and soap. Later these women are used as helpers 
in the hospital in the hope that the knowledge they 
gain may help to lessen the appalling infant mortality 
rate. Then, should there be an outbreak of an in- 
fectious disease, the District Commissioner sends men 
to the nurse for advice and instructions on how best 
to cope with it. Her district covers an area of 100 
miles by 80, so it is only possible for her to touch 
a fringe of it. 

The nurse’s day begins at 6 a.m., for, taking advan- 
tage of the cool mornings, she generally performs 
domestic and personal tasks before appearing in 
hospital. On arrival she supervises the routine work 
of sweeping, dusting and preparations for out- 
patients. Then before her breakfast at 8a.m. she 
visits the patients to order their treatment for the 
day. At 9a.m. the African staff, convalescent 
patients and relations meet in the sunny enclosure 
for prayers. 


The African Philosophy 


Orderliness is difficult to achieve, for the African 
dearly loves to be surrounded by his worldly posses- 
sions, feeling they are safer around him than left 
behind in his village home. 

A patient is usually accompanied by relations who 
draw water and cook for him and also help to keep 
the wards tidy. They cannot understand why so 
much fuss should be made over cleanliness. Some- 
where to sleep, something to eat and someone to 
talk to; these are the important things in life to the 
African. 

On operating days the nurse is anaesthetist and 
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doctor’s assistant as well as theatre sister. 
should an emergency arise during tl 
absence, she must tackle the job herself. On welfare 
days she cycles four to 10 miles to see the assistants’ 
work and takes the opportunity of inspecting

houses and _ latrines. Dentistry, dispensing and 
administrative work, varied with innumerable inter- 
ruptions, occupy the afternoon until out-patient 
hour. When the main hospital gate is closed at 
5 p.m. the African staff is left in charge, but the 
nurse must be ready for an emergency call anv time

The nurse buys all the food and stores needed for 
the hospital. Reed mats make cheap and hygienic

The salary is generally good. The mine nurse 
gets £240 per annum all found, but receives no 
overseas leave and no pension. The Government 


nurse gets £240—/300 (less 460 for food), plus £20 
uniform allowance, overseas leave after three years 
with passage paid and pension; the mission nurse 
gets £160— £200, a partly furnished house, one year’s 
overseas leave every four years with furlough allow- 
ance, travelling expenses and a retiring allowance. 
Generally speaking the work of the mission nurse 
is the most varied of all. 

rhe nurse who wishes to practise in Africa must 
be State-registered and she must be a State-certified 
midwife as well. If she also has experience of 
tropical diseases, dentistry, dispensing and child 
welfare, so much the better. She must be adaptable, 
have a sense of humour and not be afraid of he 
own society or of disappointments. She will then 
find that there is nothing humdrum about her job, 
for the unexpected constantly happens and the work 
is absorbing.
